During the week ending the 14th June 1947, in British 
India -and in the Indian States shown in this statement, the 
total number of deaths recorded in 211 towns having a 
population of 30,000 and over was 10,083. The mid-year 
estimated population of these towns was 25,511,892 and the 
death rate was 21 ■ 8 per thousand of the population. Births 
in the same towns numbered 1 1,935 giving a birth rato of 
24' 3 per thousand of the population. In British India 
alone the corresponding birth and death rates were 24-4 
and 22 '0 per thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) British India. — The following towns in British Tndia 
returned a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the 

population. 

Hissar (108-1); Bhiwnni (96-5); Rewari (80-9); 

Benares (08-0); Rohtak (04-6); Ferozepore (59-4); 

Hapur (57-0); Etawah (53-8) and Gaya (51-9). 

In all these towns deaths from fevers were largely responsible 
for the high death rates. There was a considerable number 
of deaths from respiratory diseases in Benares, Ferozepore 
and Etawah. In Benares dysentery and diarrhoea acoountcd 
for a fairly large number of deaths.
